Those of 
us who are connected, v/lth the work of the P.N.ii.TT. — osl that 
tlias Mason would have felt that another milestone had been 
passed on the road towards a mors sntisfaotdny education 
for boys and girls of all classes# 

I received a letter from one of ’ our members In Japan 
the other day, in which the following paragraph occurs:- 

"I thought you would also he interested to hear that 
from this year the competitive ext mi nation from the Prin^ry 
to Secondary ("middle* 1 ) gr?de schools hi heen abolished 
and the ho y s and gl r 1 s a. r o e x; ‘.mined , p ; r t ly thr ough a ment a l 
test with a few easy questions, and partly through intro- 
ductions by the teacher ..n& schoolmaster of their . ormor 
school* If Japan can do it why not we? The burden was 
far greater on those children than it is on oura; and ox 
course it fell most heavily on those to whom study was most 
trouble. It is a pity that Mr Misuno - the minister who 
carried this reform - had to go out of office in a vary 
few months or he might have given us more lessons in human- 
izing education."
